The reply filed on 8/14/2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): the 
pending claims are not properly numbered and have improper status identifiers. See 37 CFR 1.111. 

Original claims 1-92 were filed on 1/22/2004. Applicants also filed a preliminary amendment on 1/22/2004 canceling claims 20-92 in 
their entirety. However, in response to a Notice of Pre-examination formalities, applicants again filed a full set of claims 1-92 on 
6/7/04, wherein claims 20-92 were NOT identified as "cancelled." Based on the claim listing filed 6/7/04, the examiner mistakenly 
included claims 20-92 in a restriction/election requirement on 5/16/2006. The examiner regrets any confusion resulting from the 
inclusion of claims 20-92 in the restricted set of claims. In a response filed 6/19/06, applicants elected claims 1-21 and 48-63. 

A Notice of Noncompliant Amendment reminding applicant that claims 20-92 were cancelled was mailed on 7/12/06. In a response 
to that Notice, applicants filed an amendment adding new claim 93, wherein claims 20-92 are listed either as "original" or 
"withdrawn." The remarks accompanying the claim listing explicitly state that applicants consider at least some of the cancelled 
claims to be "pending," thus it appears that applicant is unclear as to the status of the claims. Applicant is again reminded that claims 
20-92 were cancelled by preliminary amendment on 1/22/2004. Under 37 CFR 1.121, cancelled claims can NOT be reinstated, nor 
can cancellation or any other properly filed amendment be "revoked." However; the subject matter of cancelled claims may be 
recaptured under new claim numbers. In this case, new claim numbers should begin with claim 94 and the claims should be identified 
as "new." The cancelled claims MUST be indicated as "CANCELLED." See 37 CFR 1.121 (c)(5). 

This is the second Notice with regard to the cancelled claims. Applicants are encouraged to carefully review their own records, and 
the IFW record found in PAIR. It is noted that the preliminary amendment filed i/22/04 canceling claims 20-92 is in the record in 
public PAIR. Applicant is required to file a new claim listing giving the correct status of all claims. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the 
mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
